Congressman De Ahnond Perished 


in His Home Today 


His Grandson Aged Six Also a 


Victim of Fire That Destroyed 
the De Armond Home—Sketch 
of His Career 


.KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 23.— Rep- 


lesentative David De Armond, one of 
the oldest democratic members of con- 
gress, and his grandson, Waddle, aged 
6 were burned to death in a fire that 
'destroyed the DeArmond home at But- 
ler, Mo. early today. The other mem- 
bers of the family -escaped and it is 
believed none was hurt. The body of 
Congressman De Armond or that of his 
grandson has not been recovered and 
k \a believed that tiiey have been in- 
cinerated. 


Other occupants of the house at the 


time ol the fire were Mrs. De Armond 
and a daughter, aged 3D. 


The home of Congressman De Armond 


was; situated across the

lieves that the accumulation of dried 
manure and dust 
\ipon 
the 
smooth 


paved streets in the busy part .of the 
city contiguous to Merrfmaek 
square, 


because of the many I'i'ople who are 
constantly obliged t'o breathe it, con- 
stitutes a menace to health, which can 
easily be; reduced to a 
minimum, by 


the free use of water. We, 
therefore, 


recommend that the portion of Central 
street from. Tower's corner to Merri- 
mack square, Merrimack street from 


Dutton to Merrimack 
square, and 


Bridge street -from Central bridge to 
Merrimack 
square 
be 
thoroughly 


washed, n'ot less than once a week, to 
the end that accumulated germs of 
disease may be carried into .the sew- 
ers. 


We believe .that' there will be few 


weeks during the winter when a dny 
cannot be found which will 
be • warm 


enough for this work. We request that 
you take the necessary steps to bring 
this action about promptly.

And 
In nearly threescore years the

tidings, she received of him were borne 
on a postal card stating that he was 
"alive and well." 


Before he was 20 years old Colter 


vent to Portland, Ore., where, with a 


man named Lane, he engaged in tho 
wholesale grocery business. They grew 
ilch rapidly. Every few months Colter 
went to San Francisco by ship to bank 
the profits.

On one of these journeys,. when 
he 


had 812,000 in gold .in a satchel, and 
the. vessel was only two days out from 
Portland, Colter was stricken with fe- 
ver. Realizing that delirium was about 
to seize him, he .intrusted the money

stateroom. This companion also 
took 


the fever, and 'fearing to trust tho 
satchel to anyone, he threw it in a 
dark corner under the berth. That was 
the last ever seen of it.
